In addition to its existing 21,- 
000 meters, the district expecis 
to add hundreds of new custo- 
mers within the next few 
months, thus incregsine em- 
ployes' work loads. “We are en- 
tering a period of very substan- 
tial growth,” Smith says. “It 
is important that all of our ex- 
isting customers help us spread 
our work load by having their 
heating units serviced as early 
as possible, and certginly be- 
fore October 10. : 

“By phoning for free service 
now, during warm weather, a 
customer will be saving money, 
and doing the district a favor, 
too. From past experience, we 
know our customers will coop- 
erate.”

That unless the 
context clearly indicates a dif- 
ferent meaning, the words, 
terms and phrases used in this 
ordinance shall have the same 
meaning as ascribed to them in 
and by Section 752, ‘Title 51, 
Code Of Alabama Of 1940, As 
Amended, and the following 
words and phrases not defined
